REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Lo the School Committee: 

I herewith submit my twenty-sixth annual report, which is 
the seventieth in the series of annual reports by the superintend- 
ents, and the ninety-eighth of the printed reports of the School 
Committee of Cambridge. 

The public schools are not a separate entity, but a part of 
that larger whole that is our American way of living. Thus, 
necessarily, our schools reflect and share the national life, the 
problems and dangers of our times. Thus, too, the teacher; and 
we who, with the teacher, shape and determine educational 
policies and practices, must be unceasingly aware of the changing 
problems and needs of American living. Not content with past 
victories and solutions, we must be vigilant that our schools face 
the problems, meet the challenge of today and tomorrow. Only 
thus can we serve this generation and these times. 

In the past, and justifiably perhaps in that past, we have 
considered the public schools’ work done when students received 
their diplomas, certifying adequate preparation for collegiate 
training or for gainful employment. As in that past there were 
colleges for all those who sought them, so there were opportunt- 
ties of gainful employment for the many whose public school 
graduations marked the end of their formal education. Such a 
condition no longer exists.. A grave number of our public school 
graduates are seeking and not finding adequate employment. 
Unemployment, indeed, is a problem which the schools alone 
cannot solve, but a problem to the eventual solution of which 
the schools can and must contribute. To face that problem 
would be a practical service to our youth and their parents; and 
to the city itself, which can only be supported by citizens at work, 
which must eventually assume the responsibility of its unem- 
ployed. To face that problem is to attack communism and 
fascism, by attacking those conditions in which communism and 
fascism alike are rooted. Neither foreign doctrines nor foreign 
agents, but poverty, idleness and hopelessness are the dangerous 
enemies of our times and our democracy. 
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A very real danger in modern schools, as in modern life, is 
the tendency in planning and acting to lose the individual in 
the group. If long continued, this tendency, almost inevitable 
in today’s large schools and large classes, must result in a standard- 
ization superficially efficient, but deeply dehumanizing; deeply 
destructive of the individual differences, aptitudes and strengths, 
the free development and exercise of which distinguish citizens 
from slaves. 

Codperating with our teachers in combating that tendency, 
our Department of Measurement and Adjustment is accomplish- 
ing work of immediate and lasting importance. Through tests 
and measurements, and the application of other devices for obtain- 
ing information about pupil capacity and achievement; through 
intensive study of problem pupils, and of children with special 
disabilities in fundamental subjects; and through supplementary 
activities arising from requests from masters, teachers, parents, 
and social agencies, this department is daily saving children from 
the frustrations and maladjustments inherent in group treatments 
of human individuals. 

This department continues to codperate with Dr. Richard C. 
Cabot of Cambridge, whose ten-year study plan of pre-delinquent 
children is going vigorously and successfully forward, at no 
expense to the Cambridge schools. This project of Doctor Cabot’s 
will one day form a magnificent chapter in the history of Ameri- 
can education, and an enduring monument to this eminent 
scientist, who is devoting his science, his means, and his years to 
our children. 

The year 1938 is the one-hundredth anniversary of the 
Cambridge High and Latin School, which in 1838 was organized 
in Cambridgeport, in a building erected for it at the corner of 
Broadway and Windsor Streets. I therefore recommend that the 
Committee arrange with the faculty and graduates of the High 
and Latin School for fitting centennial ceremonies. 

Also, the year 1938 marks the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Rindge Technical School, founded in 1888 through the splendid 
vision and generosity of a Cambridge citizen, in order that boys 
‘should learn the lessons of faithful industry and wise economy, 
should become accustomed to being under authority, and should 
acquire habits which conduce to the maintenance of health and 
to nobility of character.’ For fifty years Cambridge teachers 
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and students have worked together to make that high ideal of 
1888 today’s splendid reality, the Rindge Technical School. On 
menor tt and, 12 of 1938; fifty years after the first class 
entered the school, its loyal alumni and faculty, with the codpera- 
tion of the School Committee and the city authorities, will 
commemorate this historic occasion. In thus commemorating 
the founding of these Cambridge schools, in at once honoring 
their past and rejoicing in their present, we shall also be express- 
ing our enduring faith in free and public education. 

In closing this report, may I here record my deep personal 
gratitude to His Honor the Mayor, and the members of the 
School Committee, and to all those in the service of the city, 
whose generous and loyal codperation has insured the continuing 
efficiency of the Cambridge schools.
